THE  CHHATTISGA RH  AGRICULTURAL  CATTLL  PRESERVATION 

ACT,  2004 

An  Act  to  provide,  in  the  iniwest^of  the  general  public  and  to  maintain  communal 
harmony  and  peace,  for  prohibition  of  siaugther  of  Agricultural  cattle  anti  foe  matters 
connected  thereto.  ■, 

Be  it  enacted  by  IheChhatlisgarh  Legislature  in  the  fifty-fifth  year  of  the  Republic  tif  India  as 
follows : — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Chhattifigarh  Agricultural  cattle  Preservation  Act.

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  Stale  of  Chhattisgarh. 

. ' (3)  r It  shall  come  into  force  from  the  date  of  its  publication  in  the  Official  .Gazette, 

2.  In  ihis  AcL,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires. — 

(a)  , "Beef' means  flesh  of  Agricultural  cattle  ; 

(b)  "Agricultural  cattle"  means  an  animal  specified  in  the  schedule  : 

(c)  "Competent  Authority"  means  ■ a person  appointed  by  the  State  Government,  by 
notificiion  to,  perform  in  any  local  area  specified  therein,  llvi  functions  of  a 
Competent  Authority  under  this  Acl; 

■ (d)  "Institution"  means  any  charitable  institution  registered  under  any  enactment  l\if 

the  time  being  in  force,  established  for  the  purpose  orkeepmg,  hi  ceding  and  main- 
taining Agricultural  cattle  or  for  the  purpose  of  reception  proleaf  on.  care.

(c)  "Slauglher"  means  killing  by  any  method  whatsoever  and  Includes  mining- or 

inhering  of  physical  injury  which  in  the  ordinary  course  will  cause  death;

.3.  The  State-Government,  may  by  ageneial  or  special  order,  appoint  for  the  purpose  of  this. Act. 
any  person,  or  class  of  persons , to  be  the  veterinary  officer  for 3 local  area,

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5.  No  person  shall  possess  beef  of  any  Agricultural  cpmlc  slaughtered  in  contra  YerUion  of  the  pro- 
visions  of  ibis  Act.

7.  Till  the  conclusion  o f pros  ecu  tie  n,  seized  Agricultural  cattle  will  be  under  custody  oT  nearest 
registered  Goshala,  Gosadan,  Gorakshan  sansthan  or  other  registered  sansthan  and  they  arc 
required  to  orovide  monthly  report  to  concerned  coun  in  prescribed  proforma. 

8.  The  State  Government  shall  take  necessary  steps  for  strengthening  of  institutions  which  are 
engaged  in  welfare  activities  of  Agricultural  cattle. 

9.  The  person  inchargeof  the  institution  may  levy  stichcharges  as  may  be  prescribed,  for  care  and 
maintenance  of  Agricu)  Jura]  caulc  whose  custody  was  given  lolhe  institution  under  sect  ion  7. 
From  their  owners. 

10.  Whoever  contravenes  or  attempt  to  contravene  or.dbets  tjie  contravention  of  the  provisions  of 
section  4,  5 and  6 shall  t>c  punished  with  imprisonment  of  either  description  For  a term  which 
may  extend  to  three  years,  or  with  fine  which  may  extend  mien  thousand  rupees  or  wj  flj  both. 

' J 1 s In  any  trial  for  an  offence  punishable  under  section  10  for  contravention  of  the  provision  of 
section  4,  5 and  6’  of  this  Act  the  burden  of  proving  that  the  slaughter,  transport  or  sell  of . Agri- 
cultural cattle  was  not  in  contravention  of  die  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  on  the  accused. 

12.  Noth' withstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure > l973(No.2ofl974) 
all  of  fences' under  this  Act  shall  be  cognizable  and  nonmailable.  * 

13.  (1)  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the  Competent  Authority 

or  die  Veterinary  officer  or  any  person  authorised  by  the  Competent  Authority  or 
the  Veterinary  officer  in  writing  in  ibis 'behalf,  shall  have  power  u>  enter  and 
inspectanypremisesvAiJiin  i'ne local  limits  ofhis  jurisdiction,  where  he  has  reason 
to  believe  dial  an  offence  under  this  Act  has  been,  is  being  or  is  likely  to  be 
committed. 

(2)  Every  person  inoccupation  of  any  such  premises  as  jsspeeilied  jnsiib-seciion  f 1 > 
shall  allow  the  Competent  Authority  or  the  Veterinary  Officer  or  any  person 
authorised  by  the  Competent  Authority  or  the  Veterinary  officer  i n writing,  such 
access  to  the  premises  as  may  be  required  for  f hi  aforesaid  purpose,  and  dial  I 
answer  any  question  put  to  him  by  the  Competent  Authority,  the  Veterinary 
officer  or  the  person  authorised,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  best  of  his  kno  wledge

(3)  The  Competent  Authority  or  the  Veterinary  Officer  or  any  .person  authorised  in 
writing,  in  this. behalf,  shall  have  power  to  stop  and  search  any  vehicle  to  ensure 
the  compliance  of  section  6 of  this  Act. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  section  100  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  1 973  (No.  2 of 
1974)  relating  to  search  and  seizure  shall,  so  far  as  maybe,  apply  to  searches  and 
sc j zures  u nder  th  i s sect  i on . 

14.  No  person  accused  of  an  offence  punishable  under  iliis  Act  shall  be  released  on  bail  nr  on  bis 
own  bond  unless  (he  public  prosecutor  has  been  given  an  opportunity  to  oppose  die  application 
for  such  release. 
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15.  The  Suite  Guveinmeni  may  make  rales  for  ihc  economic  rehabiliiatimioJ  mh  J>  pcruum,  if  any. 
10  be  directly  affected  by  tlu^  Act. 

1 6.  No  suit,  prosecution  orotlier  Jcg^d  proceedings  shall  be  instituted  against  airy  person  Tor  any- 
thing which  is  done  or  intended  rVfbc  clone  in  good  faith  under  this  Act.  or  the  rules  made  there- 
under, 

17.  All  Competent  Authorities.  Veterinary  Officers  and  oilier  persons  exercising  powers  under  this 
Act  shall  be  deemetf  to  be  public  sevants  within  the  meaning  ofScctiori  2 1 ol'ilie  Indian  Penal 
Code,  1860(45  of  I860); 

1 8.  Theprovisions  of  this  Act  shall  have  an  overriding  effect  notwithstanding  any  i Mine  contained 
in  any  other  law  for  the  lime  being  in  force  or  any  instrumenl  having  elTccthy  virtue  of  any  kivv 
otbenhan  this  Act, 

- . 19.  If  any  difficulty  arisesjn  givingeffect  toilie provisions  of  this  Act.  the  Slate  Gnirnunem  may 
make  such  provisions  or  give  such  directions  noL 'inconsistent  with  the,  provisions  t.f  this,  Act- 
as  appears  to  it  tbbe  necessary  or  expedient  for  removing  the  difficulties.  ■ 

The  State  Government  may  by  notification.  make  rules  for  carrying  nut  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  whichshall  have  effect  from  the  date  cii its  publication  m from  such 
other  date  as  may  be  specified  in  this  behalf. 

The  rules  made  under  this  Act  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  they  ore  published 
be  laid  on  the  table  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  ' ■-
